Nkw York, Jan. 16.— The Press this 
morning dainu to hare rm«iTed n«ws 

« throngh private ch.iiincls that OcnvraJ 
Xasimo Qomez stormed and captured 
the Important city of Santa Olara on 
Jan. 9, and is now moving on Havana 
with 18,000 men.'^The famous oavab7 
leader Qnintin Benderas was mortally 
woimded The Preaa ujb, anc^ General 
Lnqne, oommandlng the Spatdsh, was 
also wounded. 

According to The Press advices, the 
garrison of Santa Clara had been re- 
dnced to a.OOC men while Oomes had 
8,000 men, 6,000 being armed. On Jan. 
S, he invested the city, which was well 
fortified. Gomez sent the infantry un- 
der General Rabi to the west of the 
city. The cavalry, 4,000 strong, niider 
Qnintin Banderas, was placed on tho 
other three sides, its main strength be- 
ing on the west. On the 6th, 7th and 
8th there were sUrmishes, General 
Lnqne, commander of the garri.<K)n be- 
ing Wduiidt'd on tlic latter day. On tlie 
0th, at daybreak, the Cubans closed in on 
the town, the caviilry charging over the 
Spanish earthworks, and patting the 
enemy to flight. Banderas fell while 
leading his men and'died soon after. 

The news received last night said that 
the losses were : Spanish, estimated 
killed and wounded, 900; prisoners, 
700 ; camion captured, IS ; battle stand- 
ards, 4 ; ritles in the Spanish arsenal, 
fi,000, with plenty of ammnnitikm. Oa< 
ban killed and wonnded 1,000. which is 
600 more than the Spanish loss. 

The Press quotes Oarlns Rolf)ff as say- 
ing the report is credible. Tlie junta 
' h&H no news. 

Ogmea gave his men only a uight'if 
rest, and then leaving a garrison of 
1,600 men, he poshed on to the west. 
TbOM of his men who had nowea}K)ns 
were armed from the Spanish arsenal, 
so that in fighting men he was nearly aa 
strong as before the battle. 

No soonor had the news of the fall of 
Santa Olara reached the planters roond 
alwat than they began to flock to Go- 
mss' Standard. Every mile he went he 
got new recruits. Tho news received 
last nigl|( said ho now lias an army of 
19^00 well •quippiHl men.

Mt9T Setting out he gave 
the owner of the lannob, who was no 
navigator, his bearing. The pilot then 
lay by in his skiff waiting for the Dela- 
ware. The Dolphin's seaiohlight was 
bitng naed almost constantly, and so 
diso^wed the Delaware laying mther 
dose inshore. The light showed the 
steamship that it was too near to shore, 
and it immediately headed out. At 
the wma timb the latmoh had lost its 
position, the oompass faiUng to work, 
and instead of proceeding south it head- 
ed east, apparently to meet the |Nj^r 
ware.

Washington, Jan. 15.— It is positively 
and authoritatively denied that the 
United States and Spain have inracti' 
oally oonduded an agreement regarding 
terms to be offered the insurgents for 
the settlement of the Cuban n l)ellion, 
or that tlien> has been any change in 
t)ie situation since the data of thepreai< 
dent's message. 

It can be stated furthermore that un- 
til vesterday, when Senor De Lome 
made his usual Thnrsdav diplomatio 
call on the seoretaiy of state, there has 
been no oonferenoe between Seoretazy 
Olney and the Spanish minister since 
last Thursdar, when the latter was 
among the ust of diplomats who paid 
their respects to the secretary and saw 
him rofmrding some public business. 

Thu United States; aa stated in the 
president's message, made certain rep- 
resentations to Spain and the present 
attitude of the government is that of 
awaiting the response of Spain to the 
suggestion that the interests of tho 
United States and other considerations 
demanded that the war should not bo 
prolonged or indefinitely dragged out. 

LEE FRIENDLY TO CUBA.

Jackson viLLK, Fla., Jan. l.").— Tho

Washington, Jan. 15.— The senate 
yesterday passed the measure known as 
the free homeatead bill, which has been 
under discussion since the holiday re- 

cess. It is a measure of far-reaching 
importaiiee, i)artie-,ilarly to tlie west, 
and the interest in it was shown by tin 
fact that a plank concerning it was a 
feature of the several national plat- 
f oma. The effect of the bill is to opon 
to settlement all pnbUc lands acquired 
from Indians, free of any paym ent to 
the government b«'yond the minor office 
fees, and to release from payim nt those 
who have heretofore settled on these 
lauds. 

The number of acres involved, accord 
ing to an estimate made by the com 
missiouer of the general land ofllce, is 
33,25'.J,.541, which would have yielded 
the government, at the ju-iee lien'tofon 
established, 185,848,000. To offset this 
statement, it was brought out during 
the debate that the lands were mainly 
arid and that thoae who had settled 
upon them were unable to make pay- 
ment by reason of the scanty prodncis 
of thesoU. The western senators, in 
the main favored the' bill, as as exten- 
sion of the general homestead policy of 
the government. The qpposition was 
directed mainlr 1^ Mr. Flatt of Con- 
necticut and Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin. 

As the bill passed in the house it cov- 
ered only the lands aciiuired from the 
Indians in Oklahoma, but aa passed 
yest<'riLiy the bill includes all uidiau 
lands. The final vote raaaUed yeas 8», 
nays 11. 

The Mil passed is as follows: "That 

all settlers under the homestead laws of 
the United States upon the public lands 
acquired prior to the passage of this act 
by treaty or agreement from the vari- 
ous Indian tribes, who have or who sliall 
hereafter reside upon the tract entered 
in good faith for the period refjuired by 
existing law, shall be entitled to a pat- 
ent for tlie land so entered, upon the 
payment to the l(K'al land olfii crs of tiie 
usual and customary fees, and no other 
or further charge of any kind what-so- 
ever shall be re((uired fnmi such settler 
to entitle him to a patent for the land 
coviTcd by his entry ; pnn'ided, that the 
right to conimutei any snch entry and 
pay for such lands in the option of any 
such settler, and in the time aud at the 
pricfts now fixed by existing laws, shall 
reniiun iu full force and effect : 

"Provided, however, that all sums of 
money so releiised, which if not released 
woulil belong to any Indian tribe, sliall 
bo paid to such tribe by the 

Unite«l State.i." 

Following tlie disixisitioii of this bill, 
which had held the advantageous posi- 
tion of the anhnished business of the 
senate, Mr. Morgan sought to have the 
Nicaragua canal bill made the unfin- 
ished btL^iness. This precipitated a 
vote, wliich to some extent was a test of 
strength of the bill itself. On Mr. Mor- 
gan's motion to take the bill up, tho 
vote was 88 to 6, or less than a quorum, 
so the motion did not prevail although 
it disclosed the strength of the measure. 

During tho day Mr. Morgan secured 
the adoption of a resolution for an in- 
quiry by the judiciary committee as lu 
whether the properties of the Union and 
Central Pacific niilroad companies now 
belonged to the United States by reason 
of alleged defaaiti In iha payment oi 
bonds. 

Other resolutions adopted were by 
Mr. Chandler, iustraoting the inters :ut' 
commerce commission to inquire into 
the reported combination of lake vessel 
interests to maintsfa rates ; and by Mr, 
Cullom calling on the dvil service oorj. 
mission to explain delay in making an- 
nual reports. 

The senate a djourned o ver to Monday.

Wabhinqton, Jan. 15 — The house 
spent almost the entire day debating 
the Grout bill to subject oleomargarine 
and other imitation daily products to 
the laws of the states Into which they 
are tninsi>orted. The a<lvocate8 of the 
measure took the view that the statas 
should be allowed to regulate the sale 
of a podnot sailing under false colors 
and the opponents the view that the 
bill would establish a dangerous pre* 
cedent and Invade the powet of oou- 
iressto regulate interstate (xnumeroe. 
I'he bill was passed— 126 to 06. 

The bill is as foUows : "That all arti- 
cles known as oleomargarine, bntterine, 
imitation butter, oriqttMOB cheese, or 
liny sab8tai<«e in UB samplaBce of but- 
ter or cheese, not the usual product of 
the dairy and not made etolusively of 
pure and unadulterated milk or cream, 
transptjrted into any stato, or territory, 
or rumaiuing tliereia for use, consump- 
tion, sale or itorage therein shall ni)on 
arrival in snch state or territory be siil>- 
j»cta to the operation and eflet't of the 
Ia\vs of liuch stwto or territory enacted 
iu the exe.reise of its police i)owers to 
the extent and in the same manuer as 
thou^'h Hiieh articles or substances hud 
buen produced in such state or territory 
and shall not he exempt therel'nuu by 
reason of being introduced therein in 
original pjickages or otherwise ; provideil 
that nothing iu this tuX shall be con- 
strued to permit any state to forbid the

Ai BANY, Jan. 18.— Without the usual 
formula of a nominating speech last 
night, with no word of eulogy, but wit! 
a strength of votes that was overwhelm 

ing, Thomas C. Piatt was named as the 
llepublicau candidate for United States 
senator by a vote of 147 to 7 for Josej)h 
H. Choiite. Two were absent. Seldom, 
if I'ver, has the assembly chamber the 
meeting place of the jdiit Reimblican 
campus on the United States seuatorship, 
presnnt«i such a lively scene as it did 
last night. Long before th't hour for 
a.--semblage arrived, the gaUeries were 
filled with visitors. Before the ballot 
was taken a re.solfttio!i was adojited to 
make the choice of tlie caucus bindin;.'

THOMAS C. PLATT. 

Few men have been more in the pub- 
lic eye during the last 16 years than 
Thomas CoUier I^latt. His entrance 
into national poll tics in 1881 was umler 
conditions so unusual that his earlier 
pubUc career and his prominenoe as a 
banker and merchant have been gener- 
ally forgotten. Unable on account of 
%ad health to pursue his college course 
beyond the sopnomore year at Yale. Jlr. 
Piatt took up a business career, which 
led the way to the presidency of a na- 
tional bank at Tioga, N. Y., aud to a 
successful Tontore in tha lumber trade 
in Michigan. 

In Ih72, when 39 years of ape. lie w.ts 
elected a representative to coiiu'ress and 
a^ain in 1S74. Ho was eU'cti d to tiie 
United .States senate in snceessioii of 
Francis Kernon his term begiiiing March 
4, IHHI. In May of the same year, in 
consecpieiice of a (juaiTel with President 
(Jarfield over the (listnbiitioii of jiafmn- 
ime ill New York state. .St naiors d ink- 
ling and Piatt ri'signed from tlie senate, 
exiieetins; to be re-elected, instead of 
wliicli the jjlaees they had vaeatc<l were 
given to Messrs. Lapham ami Miller. 
5Mr. Piatt held the ottiee of coimeis- 
sioner of quarantine of New York eity 
from IKSO to 18HK when ii(> was removed 
by pnxeediiigs instituted on Heenuiit of 
his alleged non-residence. He has beni 
a delegate to all <jf tiie Republican na 
tional conveiitions, beginning with that 
of Ih7t), and iiieludiiig that of last year 
He has been the recognized director ol 
the Republican party org;iiiizatioii in 
New York state for the lastl:iorl4 
years, and though his title to snprt>macy 
has freiinently b<'en attacked, he has iis 
often demonstrated his ability to hold it 
against all comers. Mr. Piatt is.thu 
president of the United States Express 
company. He is in his 64th year.

Sprivofield, Ills., Jan. 16.-- Martin

Mason of Chicago, who had been his 
most prominent rival for Senator Pal- 
mer's seat. His withdrawal was im- 
mediat''ly followe<l by that of Samuel 
Allerton, the millionaire [lacker of Chi- 
cago, who went at once to personally 
congratulate Mr. Mason. 

Mr. Madden's candidacy ha<i been 
bitterly fought by tln^ anti-inachiiio ele- 
ment of the state, but up to the moment 
of his announced withdrawal it had 
been supposed that he would go into the 
caucus well backed by supponeri.

THETAX ON WOOLAND WOOLENS. 

A cotemporary pointa out what a re- 
storation of the McKinley taxes on wool 
and woolene will mean to the people. 

An average duty of 44 per cent, on im- 
ported wools produced a revenue of $8,- 
147,000 in 1893. An average duty of 98^ 
percent, on woolen manufacturt-s in the 
same year— that is, nearly a dollar of tax 
on every dollar's worth of woolens im- 
ported yifldcd ^ It;, l.-.l.OOO. 

Here was over ^4,600,090 in taxes on 
the health and comfort of the people, 
for in all our climatea woolena are es- 
sential to both. Under the present 
tariff, wool is free, as it is in every other 
wool growing and wool manufacturing 
country in the world, even those having 
protective tarifla. 

Woolen manufactures paid last year 
$23,121,000 in revenue, under an average 
ad valorem duty of 47 per cent.— more 
than the whole labor coat in the foreign 
goods. Yet to pacify a few political 
ahepherdR, to benefit a few t)reeder8 of 
marino rams, and to pull the wool over 
the eyes of a small portion of the farmers, 
it is proposed to increase the taxes on 
the clothing of the people over $20,000,- 
000.

Nevtr Before Has a Railrewl Trail Had 
8poh An Kxpf rienee. 

[Chicago Tribune] 

The accidents that astonish railrcMtd 
men are tliose that happen without hurt- 
ing anybody. Such a mishap occurred 
to the Lake Shore flyer, from Cleveland, 
coinin>{ into Chicago last Saturday morn- 
ing. A steel tire slipped from one of the 
driving wheels of the engine with the 
train going at full speed. This waa ex- 
traordinary. But that it ahould alip off 
the wheel— over the connecting rod— and 
fall clear of the track, instead of wreck- 
ing the train, waa simply miraculoua. 

The driving wheel revolves, say, four 
times every second, covering that same 
second eighty feet of the rail. Fracture 
the tire, with itn diep inner flange, made 
to keep it on the rail, and try, with that 
big connecting rod rising and falling two 
feet every ijuarter of a second, and the 
broken tire rolling eighty feet every sec- 
ond, to make the tire tall off the wheel 
and over the connecting rod, so it shall 
drop clear of the wheel, the rod, the rail 
and the train. 

This could not happen once in 10,000,- 
000 times. Yet on laat Saturday morn- 
ing, on the Lake Shore flyer coming into 
Chicago, it did that very thing, and the 
paasengera, instead of being smashed up 
in a wreck, marveled over the remark* 
able occurrence.
